FAVOR NEGOTIATION 


Should It Prove Fruitless, How- 


ever, Authorities Will Not Be 


Caught Unprepared 


Washington, Oct. 21.—Use by 


the government of its war powers 
to avert the nation-wide railroad 
strike, while, suggested in some 
quarters, -will not be exercised, it 
was stated late today in high ad- 
ministration circles. 


The "impression was given that 


the administration feels other 
avenues are open by which a set 
tlement may be reached. No in- 
dication was given, however, as 
to what coiirse would be follow- 
ed or what information the gov- 
ernment may have had from the 
labor board. 


War Powers Unnecessary. 


It was made plain by high officials 


that they believed the use oE war 
powers was not necessary, merely de- 
claring that "this nation is at peace." 
Belief was expressed that amicable 
and definite results could be obtained 
through negotiation rather than by 
use of force such as Involved In tne 
exercise of wfcr powers. 


In tha absence of any indication 


that tho administration was consider- 
ing mandatory control of the rail- 
roads, the action of, the Labor Board 
in citing union hea'ds and rail chiefs 
to appear before .it jvas^ interpretsi 
here as showing that the board had 
received assurances from Washington 
that Its supervision of the situation 
was unaffected by the recent develop- 
ments. The board's Intention, as un- 
derstood 
here, was 
to 
determine 


whether the brotherhood chiefs or 
the railroad executives, or both, had 
not In fact already contravened pro- 
visions of the transportation act. 


In higher administrative circles, it 


was reiterated today that It was "still 
the Labor Board affair-" 


Although definite decision against 


Invocation of war-time powers -was 
reached 
today, no doubt was ex- 


pressed in official quarters that ade- 
quate 
authority was 
existent 
and 


could be employed, should the period 
of negotiation prove fruitless. 
An 


amendment carried by the army ap- 
propriation bill Of August 29, 1916,

with the burial ot the unknown dead. 


Since adjournment of the arms con- 


ference will be largely because of the 
national tribute to the unknown dead, 
it was regarded as doubtful that the 
meeting of the delegates would be de- 
ferred until afternoon, it being point- 
ed out that adjournment in advance 
of the Arlington ceremonies would be 
more a ranrk of respect to the dead 
than a meeting and adjournment late 
in the day. 


The actual opening of the confer-

by the loca.1 post office to secure a. list 
of all houses not properly numbered 
or whith have no receptacle for the 
delivery ol mail. The 
survey 
was 


ursade by the meiil corners and a re- 
port m£d3 to Postmaster Beams. 


Mr, Beams was Ti'ell pleased by 


the result of the survey, which show- 
ed that, In the residential 
aeptkms 


particluarly, the 
vast 
majority 
o£ 


houses are properly numbered and 
provided with boxes or other recepta- 
cles for the mail, one o£ the carriers 
reporting no delinquents on Ills route, 
Conditions in the business section are 
not so satisfactory. 
Many stores and 


apartment have no numbers displayed 
and others are xtslns the old numbers. 
Most of the business blocks have box- 
es on the second floor for the use of 
tenants, although there are a. few de- 
linquents in that respect. 


The post office, is unable to prose- 


cute for failure to observe the depart- 
mental regulation in regard to num- 
bers and mail recceptacles, but every 
effort will be made by Postmaster 
Beams, by means of personal so Hei ta- 
lon and letters, to see that the regu- 
ations, which are not Irksome, are 
observed. These resuiatlons exist not 
only for the benefit of the carriers but 
are a help to householders in securing 
more efficient delivery of mail.
